becf, 75 ceuts; sugar, $3; nails, $5, and to- 
batco. $4a pound, A day’s work was never 
less than $10, and many received ag oum :e 
(316) for half a dozen houra labor. The re- 
ports from Omiueea now are favorable, those 
who leave only abaudou work on account of 
the high price of provisions.
